Village Buried 
By Avalanche; 
27 Are Killed 


Guayaquil, Ecuador. Dec. 3 (ZP) 
— The 
Ecuadoran 
government 
sped relief workers today into the 
Andes area where a 
slide buried 
the village of Verde 
Coelia 
and 
its 50 inhabitants as it rolled over 
a front of nearly two miles. 
First official figures 
on 
the i 
landslide tonight said 2 7 persons 
w’ere killed and 14 hurt. Some of 
the bodies were 
found 
several 
kilometers from the village. 
The catastrophe was attributed 
to subterranean infiltrations. 
Without warning 
a 
mass 
of 
rocks and earth broke from tile 
gray and green mountainside and, 
accompanied by an 
underground 
rumbling, fell on the village. 
The destruction was completed 
in seconds. 


Verde Coch a was BO miles east 
of Guayaquil, Ecuador’s chief sea­ 
port, directly on the equator. Sit­ 
uated in mountainous country it 
was frequently imperiled by land­ 
slides especially in the rainy sea­ 
son. The slide that buried the vil­ 
lage might have resulted from an 
earthquake, reports from tile area 
Indicated.

today with bargain prices for holi­ 
day trade. 
The order will slash the price of 
16 brands of Scotch whiskies, com­ 
prising 9.7SO cases, 30 per cent. Tile 
bargain prices will go into effect 
in state stores December ll. 
Chairman John S. McDonald said 
the bargain sale was ordered in an 
effort to clear shelves of a stock 
of imported whisky valued at ap­ 
p ro x i m a t e ly $350,000. 
The money 
realized from the sale will be re­ 
invested in items which sell faster. 
Mcdonald said. 
State stores will display placards 
listing the 16 brands effected and 
their prices. The sale will continue 
through December 31 so that New-

celebrants

their liquor at lowered prices. 
The commission will effect the 
reduction by taking only a 15 per 
cent g ro s s profit on the whisky in­

WILL BE BUILT 


Lansing and Neighboring 
Communities to Get 
Natural Product 


Lansing, Dec. 3 (ZP)-—The Con­ 
sumers Power company received 
state public utilities commission 
sanction today for construction of 
a $500,000 pipe line to serve Lan­ 
sing and 26 neighboring communi­ 
ties with natural gas. 
The commission's authorization 
was made subject to approval of

If tile board grants its approval 
the project will be the first major 
extension of the state’s natural gas 
resources to the central and south­ 
ern part of Michigan.

perished today in the futile at­ 
tempt of five long-term convicts to

Four others wore wounded 
William (Red) McManus, 27, 
serving from 21 to 2 4 years for 
armed robbery, died tonight at the

who beat to death Louis Richards, 
27-year-old Somerville truck driv­ 
er, the only civilian casualty. 
Richards was preparing to load 
his truck in front of the prison 
print shop when the gang of con­ 
victs sot on him, killed him and 
seized ills truck.

Muskogee, Okla., Dec. 3 (ZP) — 
Five heavily armed prisoners who 
fled the city-federal Jail today, 
leaving a sixth confederate dead 
and a detective chief wounded 
critically, 
were 
believed 
sur­ 
rounded tonight 
near 
Clayton, 
Okla.

town became the focal point in a 
search of bloodhounds, airplane 
observers,

fugitives’ 
car was found abandoned near 
Clayton, about 120 miles south 
of here. 
The cordon of officers failed to 
flush any of tile fugitives out of 
their supposed hiding places in 
the rugged 
Kiamichl 
mountain 
foothills and settled down to an 
all-night seige. 
Four of the quintet were Irish 
O'Malley gangsters, members of 
one of the worst kidmiping-banlc 
robbing gangs that ever roamed 
the southwest. 
Dash to Freedom 
Shortly before noon, tho wife 
of one O’Malley gangster, Dan 
Heady, of Kansas 
City, 
kissed 
him goodby after 
a 
jail 
visit. 
As she left, Ready flashed a gun. 
Seizing more guns In the jail 
arsenal as Heady covered an at­ 
tendant. the six who dashed to­ 
ward freedom are: 
Heady, Dewey Gilmore of Dal­ 
las, Tex., and Russell Cooner of 
Fort Smith, Ark., all O’Malley 
gangsters and convicted of rob­ 
bing two Okemah, Okla., banks 
on the same day 
a crime few 
had dared attempt since the days 
of the Dalton brothers. 
The fourth O’Malley confeder­ 
ate, leonard Short, Galena. Mo., 
wrestling promoter, convicted of 
robbing one 
of

banks. 
Don Garrett, Mann act violat­ 
or, and Blackburn. 
Detective Chief Boltin raised

Detroit, Dec. 3 (TP)— A growing 
f u tu re for th e use of X-ray in the 
tr e a tm e n t of cancer was described 
by Dr. David E. Ehrlich of the 
New York Cancer Institute today 
to the twenty-first a n n u a l meeting 
of 
t h e 
Radiological 
Society of 
N orth America. 
Reports to th e society included 
successful use of X-ray hereapy 
In the t r e a tm e n t of cancer of the 
lung. 
But since the use of X-rav 
for t r e a tm e n t is still in tho stages 
of broad 
research, 
Dr. 
Ehrlich 
limited his view of its fu tu re use 
to th e sta tem en t that “ th e fu tu re 
of radiation is very good.” 
The use of X-rav th erap y now 
according to score a uthorities of 
the* society, is still an expensive 
trea tm e n t for th e average cancer 
patient, hut he expressed the op in ­ 
ion that future development would 
m a k e it less expensive. 
Radiation, he said, would not 
replace su rgery in the trea tm ent 
of cancer, but would be less of a 
risk.

New Weather Maps 
Tell Fuller Stories 


New weather maps give a much 
broader foundation for daily fore­ 
casts than the old. 
Recent advan­ 
ces in meteorology and availabili 
tv of modern rapid communication 
systems, mainly ait way radio and 
teletype, have made the new maps 
possible, 
says 
the W eather Bu­ 
reau. 
Besides observations taken 
at til** e a r th ’s surface 
all 
that 
formerly appeared— upper-air ob­ 
servations are now charted. 
To tell the country what sort of 
weather is in store, tho offielu’ 
forecaster at each of the 6 dis­ 
trict and lo airway forecast cen­ 
ters of the Weather Buerau stud­ 
ies a map that pictures conditions 
at a given instant over a certain 
area. 
He then deduces what may 
be expected to happen next. Tiles0 
maps are 
charted 
early 
every 
morning, except Sunday and holi­ 
days, front observations flashed 
to th** map rooms by’ telephone, 
telegraph, 
radio, 
and 
teletype, 
from about 40o field and airway 
stations of tile W eather Bureau, 
from about 300 cooperating agen­ 
cies, from foreign meteorological 
services, and from ships at sea. 
Fntil October 193 5 they consisted 
essentially’ 
of 
isobars (lines of 
equal pressure, reduced to sea le­ 
vel), isotherms (lines of equal a t­ 
mospheric temperature near the 
e a r t h ’s surface), and symbols for 
cloudiness, wind direction, wind 
velocity and other pertinent wea­ 
ther facts. 
Forecasters 
realized 
that, al­ 
though some weather changes are 
'home m ad e” by local cooling or 
heating-- most of tile changes are 
caused chielly by the replacement, 
at a given locality, of air in one 
condition by air in another condi­ 
tion and by the 
interaction 
of 
flies** different masses. 
W eather 
Bureau 
officials felt that map; 
showing the state and location of 
air masses from day to day would 
be valuable, but they hesitated to 
change a reasonably 
successful 
system until existing methods of 
air mass analysis had been perfec­ 
ted. 
From observations taken by air­ 
planes sent up to 17,000 feet each 
day at 2 5 stations, supplemented 
by the rest of the data available 
to them, a small group of specially- 
trained meteorologists 
track air 
masses as they move— sometimes 
fast; sometimes slow— over 
the 
earth. 
Past and present perform­ 
ance of air masses is a valuable 
clue to their future performance, 
which, in turn, determines largely 
what the weather will be in the 
next 12, 24, or 36 hours.

Theodore Sohlberg, 
local 
Insur­ 
ance and real esta'e man. appears 
in the Nov. 28 is ne of tile Omaha 
Posten which is publishing on the 
front page a series of articles 
on 
the IO hading Swedish Americans 
in the literary field. 
The sketch follows: 
“ Most 
of 
the 
ll'erary 
men 
sketched in this :e les of articles 
ha ce been partly or wide y known 
among our readers. In the follow­ 
ing sketch we shall endeavor 
to 
acquaint our readers with a mal 
of literary distinction, who is a1 
r. ost totally unknown among Swe 
db h-Amer cans, for 
Hie 
rea-soi 
that he has chosen to express hb 
thoughts iii the English languag' 
•nd in publications that do no 
, each our circles. 
“ Esteemed readers and friend 
mret A. Theodore 
Sohlberg 
ot 
Gladstone. Michigan. 
‘His father. 
Adolph Sohlberg 
was born in Nerike, and he came 
to this t o jntry some time in th 
70’s. »ITe was a coal miner, farmor 
and day aborer. Of him Theodore 
says: 
‘Tile best man I have ever 
known.’ The elder Sohlberg ne 'er 
wroto a l’ne of verse, but he was a 
lover of poetry, and he was fam­ 
iliar with the works of every Swe­ 
dish writer, 
and 
many 
English 
ones. And he had a deep apprecia­ 
tion of Bible poetry as well, espe­ 
cially Job and the Prophets. Theo 
dole’s mother was horn in Oster- 
gotland. She also was sensitive to 
beauty in the form of literature. 
“A. Theodore Sohlberg was born 
somewhere in eastern 
Nebraska 
and hts earliest recol’ections are 
of a little tenant farm 
west 
of 
Oakland. Later he came to live In 
the town where he attended the 
village school through all of its 
ten glades. After having gradu 
ated he became a farm hard then 
a school teacher, and finall 
got a 
’ ear of “ prep” at North Bark col­ 
lege. Chicago. Af*er that he regis 
*ered as a 
special 
student 
at 
Northwestern and bro w e d around 
'or a year and a half, taking Rug- 
ish, History, and Economics. Ho 
ook a teacher’s examination in 
hicago hut remained in that aer 
ice only six months. 
Then Erie 
Morell sent for him to some horn" 
’n edit his 
‘Oakland 
Independ 
ent.' 
“Since that time Mr. Sohlberg 
has been punching his typewriter 
more or less consistently, turning 
out essays, special 
articles 
and 
■some historical matter. 
He com­ 
poed two chapters for “The Swe­ 
dish Element in America,’’ and 
a 
series of more or less 
important 
historical and biographical articles 
or the Covenant Companion, Chi­ 
cago. 
“ Sohlberg^s first published poem 
appeared in Northwestern Maga­ 
zine. It was captioned ‘Lake Mich­ 
igan.’ The ‘Realm of Qu'vera’ ap­ 
peared in tho State Journal, Lin 
"oln, Nebr. ‘Preparedness’ was re­ 
jected by 
‘Reedy’s 
Mirror,' 
be­ 
cause it could not subscribe to the 
sentiment. It appeared in Louis F. 
Post’s ‘Public,’ Chicago. 
“ Of 
more 
recent vintage are 
ome bits of free verse which have 
appeared in various publications. 
Of til's Mr. Sohlberg says: 'Barer 
has seen fit to call some of this 
stuff 
poetry, 
but it must be re­ 
membered that the Asabard is Im­ 
measurable kind to thos^ whom 
he honors with his friendship. And 
"s far as I know there is no’hin,r 
hat I have written that has caus­ 
ed anyone to forget that 
there 
was once a Milton, 9 Shakespeare 
or an Edgar Allen Pre.’ 
“ ‘I profess ‘o know verv little 
bout prosody.’ Mr. Sohlberg go" 
rn to say. 'and I write 
‘by 
ear.’ 
'"roe verse seems to he the onp 
'ogasus that I have b en able tc 
'aster with anv degree of satis 
action to mv self. Guess I haven’ 
ho neressary disctp'ine to writ 
a the eo"ventio"al 
Se ms 
Ilk 
cutting what I have to say in

f ait Jacket.* 
‘Mr and Mrs. A. Theodore Sohl 
berg have two daughters and livr

Short History 
of Michigan

In a letter dated Nov. 30, 1835 
Lucius Lyon gave the acting gov­ 
ernor of Michigan territory, John 
Horner, the president’s reaction to 
the governor’s continuance in De­ 
troit. 
Horner had asked Lyon to 
try to settle the peculiar situation 
arising out of tho fact that as act­ 
ing governor he was still responsi­ 
ble for Michigan territory and yet 
a portion 
of 
that 
territory had 
adopted a constitution and a state 
government. 
Lyon explained the 
situation to President Jackson and 
added that Horner had remained 
at his post as an unofficial Iteter 
from 
Washington 
had 
advised 
Tpon hearing this the president 
'isplayed 
a 
fiery temperament, 
uying, ‘ Whoever wrote so wrote 
i falsehood. 
It was impossible 
or the government to notice at all 
any inchoate proceedings of thir 
!ort!” 
Lyon also reported Jack­ 
son 
as 
saying 
that Horner was 
“purposely left free to act as cir­ 
cumstance! might render proper.” 
Lyon closed his letter with an 
intimation that the distressed man 
would soon be forced

dent expected Michigan to be a 
state within two or three weeks.

Competent Leadership Is 
Needed for Democra­ 
cy, He Says 


One of tile necessities of a demo­ 
cracy la that It shall develop com- 
petent leadership, Rev. 
Thomas 
Foster, rector of 
St. 
Stephen’s 
Episcopal church, said in an Inter­ 
esting talk at 
the 
Community 
Forma at the Carnegie Public Li­ 
brary last aren Inc. 
"All mss are not born to lead 
nor to govern,” Rev. Foster eald. 
"Most men are born to follow wise 
leadership and good government. 
Democracy 
does 
not mean that 
venality, which woald resalt 
In 
mediocrity. Thoro can be no pro­ 
gress In any attempt to bring man 
down to the level of tho average. 
Tho truly democratic ideal Is Just 
tho 
reverse-—all men up to the 
height et their fullest capacities 
for service end achievement.” 
Rev. Footer admitted that per­ 
fection has not boon attained In 
this democracy, but he disagreed 
with those critics of our present 
eyetem who 
maintain 
that 
It 
etonld be discarded because of the 
fSmam of democracy. 
"It Ie trne we have many econ­ 
omic Uls 
end 
Injustices which 
ought to be remedied or destroy­ 
ed." the speaker said. "It Is not 
•sir to glees ell the blame on our 
ggretem of democratic government! 
9e- destroy 
oar system without 
esmsthlng far more 
representa­ 
tive e l the Ideal democracy 
and 
more humanitarian would be un­ 
wise. I em heartily in favdr of any 
move toward justice and liberty, 
pot J went to he sure that it Is jus­ 


tice and that It Is liberty.” 
The speaker contended that In­ 
justice and exploitation are 
not 
the results of democracy, but 
are 
rather the results of men's self­ 
ishness and greed. 
"You 
cannot 
change 
m en’s 
hearts by merely changing tho ays 
tem* of 
government,” 
he 
said. 
“Utopian dreams of equality, Jus­ 
tice and social freedom are mere­ 
ly dreams if they fall to recognize 
the first essential of 
a 
human­ 
itarian system of government. We 
cannot do In a few months 
what 
the Eternal Process of evolution 
has taken centuries and centuries 
to accomplish. 
The same iH true 
with the practice of the ideals of 
Democracy. A matter of a hundred 
and fifty years Is but a short time 
In the life of a nation.'We are just 
young and having growing pains. 
It is hardly time to Judge what our 
future will be, or whether or not 
our principles of democratic gov­ 
ernment have failed.” 
In the general discussion that 
followed there appeared 
to 
be 
agreement that education of un- 
prejudice nature is needed to in­ 
duce citizens to play their part in 
a democracy. The lack of interest 
in governm ental 
affairs 
and 
in 
choosing right men for office was 
decried by some speakers.
